Riverdale’s Luke Perry—who 
rose to fame on Beverly 

Hills, 90210—died on March 4 
at age 52 in Burbank after 
suffering a massive stroke five 
days earlier. “He was sur- 
rounded by his children Jack 
and Sophie, fiancée Wendy 
Madison Bauer, ex-wife Minnie 
Sharp, mother Ann Bennett, 
stepfather Steve Bennett, 
brother Tom Perry, sister Amy 
Coder, and other close family 
and friends,” his rep said of 

the actor's passing. “The fam- 
ily appreciates the outpouring 
of support and prayers that 
have been extended to 

Luke from around the world.” 
Here, EW critic Kristen Baldwin 
adds her appreciation. 
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LUKE PERRY WAS USED TO REQUESTS LIKE 
this. The year was 2016, and the actor was 
making the rounds at San Diego Comic-Con 
with the cast of his new show, Riverdale. After 
shooting an on-camera interview, Perry was 
leaving the studio when a woman in her 
40s—the prime age bracket for Beverly Hills, 
90210 fandom—approached him with a 
request for a picture. “Absolutely,” he 
replied. Perry stepped behind his fan and 
wrapped his arms around her, resting his 
chin on her shoulder. Click. (That fan would 
be me, if you haven’t already guessed. ) 


It isn’t easy being a “former teen heart- 
throb,” but Perry didn’t run from his 
past—he embraced it. From the moment he 
first cruised into Beverly Hills as bad boy 


Dylan McKay, Perry epitomized everything 
we wanted in a 1990s dreamboat: retro-cool 
pompadour, that sexy rasp, and a tough-guy 
swagger that belied the soft heart under- 
neath. The character of Dylan was a 
pastiche—think James Dean, Marlon 
Brando—but in Perry’s hands he was a per- 
fect teen antihero, a Byron-reading loner 
broody enough to make your parents

nervous but sweet enough to take your vir- 
ginity. Brandon (Jason Priestley) may have 
been 90210’s leading man, but Dylan was its 
raison d’etre, a dream boyfriend for viewers 
just starting to explore their own sexuality. 
Perry’s post-90210 career was bumpy but 
always interesting: a televangelist on Oz; a 
cuckolded lottery winner on the NBC drama 
Windfall; a cult leader on Criminal Minds. It 
wasn’t until 2017, though, that TV experi- 
enced the Perryssance with Riverdale. As 
Archie’s morally upstanding dad, Fred 
Andrews, Perry used everything that had 


made him so sexy as Dylan—the expressive 
brows, the husky murmur—and channeled it 
into creating the platonic ideal of a TV dad. 

When news of Perry’s stroke first broke, 
the Twitterverse was flooded with prayers 
from his fans, many who fell in love with him 
in the 90s. But there were also countless 
messages from younger viewers who knew 
Perry only from Riverdale. In the hours after 
his death, “Luke Perry,” “Dylan,” and “Fred 
Andrews” were all trending on Twitter. What 
a testament to the actor’s longevity, and his 
ageless appeal. Rest in peace, Luke.

Fox's soap about two squeaky-clean Minne- 
sota teens who move to California was 
initially—dare we say it?—a little boring. That 
is, until Perry’s Dylan McKay swept a moody 
young woman named Brenda Walsh 
(Shannen Doherty) off her feet. Perry, who 
honed his sexy smolder on the daytime 
drama Another World, gave 90210’s resident 
bad boy a safe-for-prime-time sex appeal 
and a relatable, angsty loneliness. We couldn't 
even be mad at Dylan when he betrayed 
Brenda by dating her best friend, Kelly 
(Jennie Garth). Perry played every beat of 
Dylan’s story—from the sublime (that series- 
finale kiss with Kelly!) to the ridiculous 
(those past lives, oy!)—with heart, and we 
were the ones who fell in love. —KB

Refusing to be imprisoned by his heartthrob 
status, Perry imprisoned himself. In his 

first significant role after 90270, he joined 
HBO's hardcore penitentiary drama, appear- 
ing in 10 episodes as assured evangelist 
Jeremiah Cloutier, serving hard time for 
embezzling money from his church. While 
preaching salvation and nonviolence, 
Reverend Cloutier bravely and brazenly wan- 
dered into potent prison politics and pissed 
off the wrong inmates. He was sealed 

behind a kitchen wall and left to die, only to be 
rescued by an explosion that left him horrifi- 
cally burned; he then materialized as a vision 
to an inmate, only to wind up entombed 

again behind a different wall. Perry’s time in 
Oswald State Correctional Facility proved both 
haunting and a leap of faith. —Dan Snierson

It was a fitting evolution: former teen idol 
Perry playing Fred Andrews, father to one of 
America’s most iconic high school characters, 
Archie Andrews (KJ Apa). But Perry’s work on 
The CW's noir drama was more than just stunt 
casting. The actor grounded the wild series 
with a gentle weariness and gave the relation- 
ship between Archie and Fred a genuine 
warmth and sweetness. (Archie surprising 
Fred with an old jalopy in season 2 was a tear- 
jerker.) Riverdale—which shut down produc- 
tion in the wake of Perry‘s death and has yet to 
reveal how it will handle his absence from 
the show—might be full of masked killers and 
greedy mobsters, but the resilience and 
goodness of the Andrews men always burned 
bright and was embodied in Perry's perfor- 
mance. —Tim Stack

Why HBO greenlit Game of

Arandom encounter persuaded HBO to 
turn George R.R. Martin’s novels into a 
TV show. 

It was 2008, and the pitch for Game 
of Thrones seemed like a huge risk at the 
time: An adult fantasy show had never 
succeeded, the project would be expen- 
sive, HBO’s brand was built on more 
“serious” programming, and the writers 
proposing the adaptation—David Benioff 
and Dan Weiss—had never run a TV series. 

“We had this pilot script, and we were 
budgeting it and scratching our heads 
[over] whether we should greenlight this,” 
HBO’s then programming president, 
Michael Lombardo, recalls. With the deci- 
sion hanging over him, Lombardo escaped 
his Santa Monica office and hit the gym. 

As it turned out, Benioff and Weiss go to 
that same gym. 

“| see Dan on one of the bicycles,” 
Lombardo says. “He was reading this dog- 
eared copy of the first book. And it had 
underscores and yellow highlights 
[on the pages]. And he did not know | saw 
him. | thought, ‘We’re going to figure this 
out. These guys breathe this show in a way 
that doesn’t happen all the time. | found 
that window into Dan in that quiet 
moment, that this is what he was doing in 
his free time. It made me determined to 
figure this thing out.” 

The lesson: If you want to pull off a 
massive creative accomplishment, it 
takes hard work and passion—and going 
to the same gym as HBO's president 
doesn’t hurt.

of Game of Thrones—the bloody battles, the shifts in power, the 
rise and fall of houses—is depicted in the series’ title sequence 
and its three-dimensional map of the Seven Kingdoms. 

The map was first developed for the pilot, but with the 
intention of using it for interstitials, which would keep the audience clear 
on where the action was taking place. “It broke up the narrative in the most 
horrible way,” title designer Angus Wall says. “But we realized there was a 


need to tell the geography of the world—in the same way that a legend 
would for a book. That became the title sequence.” The next dilemma was 
how to showcase it in its entirety; the choice to situate the map within a 
sphere came down to pragmatics. “We don’t have to worry about what’s 
outside of the world because we’re always going to be inside the world,”

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where you’re going.” Or, put more concisely: “It’s 
boring to have flat worlds.” 

Yet Game of Thrones’ epic titles are part of the 
series’ evolution. Wall says he wanted to make the 
map interactive—“like the game of Risk.” (How very 
appropriate.) Thus changes were implemented in 
step with the series—most notably, the burning of 
Winterfell, represented by smoky rubble. Many fans 
cheered, meanwhile, when the Starks’ direwolf sigil 
was revived in the titles for the season 6 finale, a 
triumphant marking of Ramsay Bolton’s defeat. 
“Our work is always based on conversations we have 
with the show creators before the beginning of every 
season,” Wall says. “We start months and months 
before the season is going to launch.” 

As the show went on, the map expanded, making 
the design team’s job more difficult. “The biggest 
debate is always what detail to leave in and what 
detail to leave out,” Wall says. “Would we have loved 
to show the movement of every army? Yes. But it’s 
an incredible amount of work just to create different 
locations and different versions of each location.” 
Winterfell and King’s Landing were pared down to 
their largest structures; some more minor locations 
were left out. But as the action has coalesced— 
building toward the final season’s great climax—the 
designs have become more intricate. Wall thinks 
viewers don’t even notice. (Okay, but have you met 
these fans?) “The technology that we’ve used to cre- 
ate this has changed so radically over the course of 
all these seasons, so there are constant little techni- 
cal upgrades that happen every season.... The 
definition has improved so much,” he reveals. As to 
what this means for season 8, Wall’s lips are sealed: 
“T can’t wait for people to see it.” 


When Ramin Djawadi signed 
on to score Game of Thrones, 
showrunners David Benioff and 
Dan Weiss gave him one rule: 
No flutes allowed. “They didn’t 
want a medieval feel because 
that’s what you'd expect,” says 
Djawadi (Person of Interest, Iron 
Man). “They wanted something 
a bit more contemporary.” In 
the end that boundary was a 
blessing: “Giving me restric- 
tions of where to search cre- 
atively helped so much.” 

With flutes off the table, the 
lranian-German musician, 44, 
decided to make the cello the 
backbone of this epic. “It has 
such a wide range,” he says of 
the instrument, which provides 
the main melody in the opening 
sequence. Djawadi remembers 
Benioff and Weiss sending him 
the first YouTube cover of the 
theme the morning after the 
series premiere. “It was a rock 
version, with a guy playing all 
the instruments himself,” 
Djawadi says. “It was very 
inspiring and humbling to see 
that it inspired other people.” 

Over the seasons, Djawadi 
has expanded Thrones’ musi- 
cal palette to include 


non-Western instruments. For 
instance, the hammer dulci- 
mer, which is usually heard in 
music from Asia and the Mid- 
dle East, is often used in asso- 
ciation with Arya Stark 
because the instrument's 
pingy sound reminds Djawadi 
of her sword Needle. 

One of Djawadi’s boldest 
moves was the use of a piano 
in “Light of the Seven”—which 
scores Cersei Lannister’s 
explosive plot to destroy her 
enemies in the season 6 
finale—because piano had 
never been part of the show’s 
musical language. He was so 
concerned the instrument was 
too radical that at first he tried 
the music out on different 
instruments, like the harp. “It 
just didn’t have that same 
effect,” he says. “So we went 
back to the piano. The minute 
it starts, you realize right away 
that something is not right.” 

Djawadi is currently at work 
on the final season’s score, a 
rewarding task: “It’s great to see 
it come to an end, and, musi- 
cally, for me to give closure to 
all of the material that we’ve 
carried through the seasons.”

SEERS CAN BE A VITAL ASSET TO WESTEROSI 
vying for the Iron Throne, but in real life the Game of 
Thrones stars had a fortune-teller of their own: Ice and 
Fire superfan Adam Whitehead. At a 2009 George R.R. 
Martin book signing in Belfast, the sci-fi and fantasy blog- 
ger met some of the cast (who were filming the pilot 
nearby) and quickly realized he knew much more about their characters’ 
futures than they did. He fondly recalls informing a 12-year-old Maisie Wil- 
liams that Arya was going to become an assassin. “She was quite taken aback,” 
says Whitehead. “Richard Madden [Robb Stark] was in command, talking to 
everyone and making sure he learned their names, just like the King in the 
North,” he says. Whitehead guesses there were about 500 people in atten- 
dance at the signing, just a glimpse of what was in store when winter came 
via HBO in 2011. “I think that was the first time they realized it wasn’t going 
to get canceled after five episodes,” says Whitehead.

Even if you read every 
story ever written about 
Game of Thrones, you 
won't find an interview 
with any of the show’s 
hundreds of extras.

What are 
Bran’s abilities? 
Bran possesses 
the ability of 
“greensight,” 
which initially 
manifested in the 
form of strange prophetic dreams— 
in one of them Bran first encoun- 
tered the Three-Eyed Raven in his 
symbolic bird form. Once he found 
the Three-Eyed Raven, Bran learned 
how to project his consciousness 
backward in time to witness any 
event in the history of Westeros. 
Bran also possesses the related abili- 
ties of a “warg,” which allow him to 
take over the bodies of animals, like 
his direwolf Summer, or of dim- 
witted humans like Hodor. But 
questions persist about the extent 
of these abilities. Why could the 
Night King touch him on one of his 
sightseeing trips? Most importantly, 
could he take control of a dragon...? 


At this point, 
who's the 
rightful heir to 
the Throne? 
If Cersei Lannis- 
ter still holds the 
Iron Throne 
when she gives birth, her child will 
become the heir apparent. Everyone 
not allied with her sees Daenerys 
as the rightful heir to the throne, 
but they are missing some very 
important information. 


How much time has passed in the 
realm of the show since the pilot? 
Robert Baratheon arrived in Winter- 
fell in the year 298 A.C. (After the 
Conquest). Each season since is sup- 
posed to have lasted a year, which 


means that the Night King burned 
down the Wall in 304 A.C., with the 
last season set to begin shortly 
thereafter. 


Do Craster’s 
babies grow 
up to be White 
Walkers? 
While Craster’s 
daughters 
become his 
wives and sex slaves, his sons are 
taken away and left at a strange altar 
for the White Walkers. It is unclear 
what exactly happens to them, but 
it’s heavily implied that the Night 
King takes these babies and trans- 
forms them into White Walkers. 
Since wights are created from dead 
bodies touched by White Walkers, 
it follows that actual White Walkers 
may need to be created from living 
humans. They have a strong bond 
with the one who created them, 
because whenever a White Walker is 
killed, all the wights they created are 
destroyed as well. According to 
Beric Dondarrion, this means that 
killing the Night King will wipe out 
the entire undead army since 
“he turned them all.” 


What is the magic within the Wall? 
According to myth, after the Long 
Night the legendary Stark ancestor 
Brandon the Builder constructed the 
Wall with the help of giants and the 
Children of the Forest, who helped 
wove some extremely powerful 
magic into its foundations. Benjen 
Stark tells Bran and Meera that 
“while it stands, the dead cannot 
pass.” In any case, now that the 
Wall has been destroyed, its magic 
is probably broken.

OONA CHAPLIN (Talisa) Beat, beat, beat, 
beat—which surprised me.

It was hor- 
rendous, very little acting required.

With every episode, Robb’s 
been further and further from people he 
loves. That’s what we’ve all wanted—to 
get the family back together.

FAIRLEY The woman is just grief-stricken. 
But she doesn’t lose control. She knows 
she’s dead—and in her mind she wants to 
be dead—and wants to get revenge as 
well. Because of the way it’s filmed, you 
felt incredibly static, which is just power- 
ful—she stays rooted to her spot. Her 
grief has to be expressed in some shape 
and form, and that’s vocally and through 
her face. She’s lost all her children and 
her husband, so what else does she have 
to live for? Her whole life has been about 
honor and doing the right thing. She’s 
constantly questioning her motives and 
actions. This is one where she doesn’t: 
“?’m not questioning this, ’m just doing 
it.” Then she’s standing there after like 
there’s nothing left for her. 

MADDEN It had been an exhausting five- 
day shoot.

Stunt coordinator Rowley Irlam reveals what goes into some of the show’s best fight sequences. 
— By Devan Coggan — 


HAVING WORKED ON GAME OF THRONES 
since season 5, stunt coordinator Rowley 
Irlam has a pretty succinct description of 
his job: “I always want the audience to sit 
there, and when they see something, to go, 
‘Aww, f--- me,’” he says with a laugh. “I’m 
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always trying for the ‘f--- me’ moment.” 
Irlam and his team choreograph and execute each of the 
show’s major action moments, from exhilarating sword fights 


(like Arya and Brienne’s sparring session in season 7) to mas- 
sive war sequences (like season 6’s Battle of the Bastards). 


EW.COM GAME of THRONES 


For a show with so many combat scenes, Irlam’s challenge is 
to make each one feel unique, whether means that’s dropping 
Jorah Mormont (Jain Glen) in the Meereen fighting pits 
against multitalented opponents or choreographing Ser 
Arthur Dayne’s (Luke Roberts) two-handed sword attack for 
the Tower of Joy flashback scene. 

Irlam has a team of expert stuntpeople, but he also works with 
the actors on their combat techniques. “They’ve cast some very 
talented actors that can actually do their own fights,” he says. 
Although, occasionally the players can get a little too enthusiastic. 
“Sometimes you have to hold them back a little,” he says. For

instance, “Kristofer |Hivju, who plays Tormund] is very full-on, 
but in avery positive way. He’ll go, ‘Hey, Rowley, I’ve got this great 
idea. I think ’m gonna jump on this guy and kick this guy in the

head!’ And you have to go, ‘No, no, Kristofer, we can’t do that. 
As for Jorah, “Iain Glen is a very serious actor, and he’s very 
physical,” says Irlam, who adds that the stuntpeople who work 
with Glen call their bumps and bruises a “SJorah badge of honor.” 

Despite all the fisticuffs, Irlam must ensure everything is 
meticulously planned so there are no serious injuries. “It needs 
to look like a complete maniacal riot, but you have to make sure 
that no one gets so much as a chipped tooth or a sprained 
ankle,” he says. “We’re trying to make it look as dangerous as 
possible, but we also try to keep it as safe as possible.” 

One of the ways Irlam does that is by using a safe word 
rarely heard in Westeros. “When we’re doing these battles and 
people are screaming and crying and dying, you might not 
know if anyone’s in trouble,” he explains. “So our safe word 
was always ‘banana.’ If someone started shouting ‘Banana!’ at 
the top of their voice, you’d know they’re in trouble.”

“IT WAS PRETTY MUCH THE LAST 
thing I shot. It was in Belfast, and 
we’re pretending we’re in this balmy 
desert tent. It was freezing cold and 
we spent all day doing this big 
sequence. Everyone else was inside by the campfire, 
and I start outside in every take. 

On this soundstage I had this chair set up, this 
huge big snow coat that I put on over my costume. 
I would sit there with my honey and ginger hot tea 
to keep warm because I was screaming a lot. I’m 
pretty sure I raided my hotel minibar and kept 


pumping up my tea with a little bit of whiskey, 
because it was a long day and it put the taste of alco- 
hol in your mouth. Pretending to be drunk at nine in 
the morning, that was my little secret.... 

During our lunch, I rehearsed the breaking of the 
arm with stuntmen on the next-door set, which was 
the Iron Throne, which I thought was quite ironic.... 
All of the actual gold stuff was done quite quickly at 
the end. You only really get one or two attempts 
with the costume. Then I put on a gold hat that they 
molded [for] the final shot. [ Makeup designer] Paul 
Engelen, we had a very quick session to put all the 
burn makeup on, and then we had a funny smoke 
machine that I wore around my neck with this gold 
paint.... I think it was paint with a little gelatin or 
something in it to make it more thick and goopy.... 
We were runnning out of time, and if it hadn’t been 
stressful and hot and sweaty and dirty, it would’ve 
been quite nice pouring this heavy liquid on.”

Author George R.R. Martin reflects on the final season (and what it means for his books).

GEORGE R.R. MARTIN’S MASTERWORK 
fantasy saga is set to reveal its epic conclusion 
on HBO, and not on the printed page where he 
launched his tale 23 years ago. Naturally, Mar- 
tin has “mixed feelings about that.” 

“Tt’s been an incredible ride,” the author, 70, says. “And 
almost all of it has been great. Obviously, I wish I’d finished 
these books sooner so the show hadn’t gotten ahead of me. I 
never anticipated that.” 

Martin has famously struggled for eight years and counting 
to finish the sixth book in his A Song of Ice and Fire series, 
The Winds of Winter, with no publication date set. 
There’s also a planned seventh novel, A Dream of 
Spring. On paper, the sprawling epic, detailing a 
clash of kingdoms in Westeros and Essos, halted in 
2011’s A Dance With Dragons with the cliff-hanger 
murder of Jon Snow—a twist that capped the 
show’s season § finale in 2015. 

Since then, it’s been unclear how closely the 
show’s story line hews to Martin’s future books. 
Years ago, Martin explained to GoT showrunners 
David Benioff and Dan Weiss his rough outline for 
how he plans to end his saga. But the show started 
making significant departures from the books well 
before they reached the end of his published narrative (for 
example, Ramsay Bolton marries a minor character in the nov- 
els, not Sansa Stark). Martin initially contributed one script 
per season to the series, then halted his contributions. “After 
season 4, George made a conscious decision to devote himself 
to the books,” Weiss says. “Anybody who’s read the books 
knows that task in and of itself requires about 64 hours a day 
to do properly, and the differences between the show and the 
books became difficult to track in parallel—it’s almost like he 
was in a weird science-fiction movie trying to keep two 
similar-but-different universes in his mind at the same time.” 

The producers previously told EW one dramatic season 6 
scene—the tragic reveal of Hodor’s backstory—came directly

from their talks with the author. And Jon Snow’s parentage is 
almost certainly the same as his plan. But the rest of Martin’s 
narrative is a mystery, which is how the showrunners hope to 
keep it. 

“The concern] used to be that the books would spoil the 
show for people—and luckily it did not for the most part,” 
Benioff says. “Now that the show is ahead of the books, it 
seems the show could ruin the books for people. So one thing 
we’ve talked to George about is that we’re not going to tell 
people what the differences are, so when those books come 
out, people can experience them fresh.” 

The showrunners note that they’re not entirely 
sure of Martin’s future story lines anyway (“George 
discovers a lot of stuff while he’s writing,” Benioff 
says). But more surprising is that Martin is likewise 
somewhat in the dark on the show’s ending. “I 
haven’t read the [final-season] scripts and haven’t 
been able to visit the set because I’ve been working 
on Winds,” Martin reveals. “I know some of the 
things. But there’s a lot of minor-character [arcs] 
they’ll be coming up with on their own. And, of 
course, they passed me several years ago. There 
may be important discrepancies.” 

Benioff and Weiss invited Martin to film a cameo 
in Northern Ireland for the final episodes. He had previously 
filmed an appearance in the show’s original pilot, playing a 
guest in Dany’s wedding. But subsequent reshoots resulted in 
his footage being scrapped. “I was tempted to do [the final- 
season cameo],” Martin says. “But I didn’t think, just for the 
sake of a cameo, I could take the time to return to Belfast.” 

So for now, Martin will continue to work on Winds, and 
watch along with his fans as the television version of his saga 
that has obsessed millions around the world reaches its 
climactic finale. 

“Tt’s the end for a lot of people,” Martin says. “It’s not the 
end for me. I’m still deeply in it. I better live a long time 
because I have a lot of work left to do.”

Ona show where every death is unimaginably gruesome and flying 
dragons are the size of 747s, we asked the special-effects 
team how they confront challenges that seem as insurmountable 
as a magical 700-foot wall of ice.

“IT ALL STARTS WITH OPENING A 
script and reading, ‘There are giants riding 
mammoths’ or ‘Dany climbs on Drogon and 
they roar off to safety,’” 
ducer Steve Kullback. “You close the script and 


says visual-effects pro- 


go, ‘Holy hell, how are we going to do that?” Along with VFX 
supervisor Joe Bauer, Kullback has to find a way to raise hairs 
on viewers’ arms whenever Rhaegal breathes fire, or send shiv- 
ers down our spines every time the Night King levels an icy 
gaze. And yet the duo is undeterred by the high expectations. 
As Bauer puts it: “We read the script and we get to work.” 
Both Kullback and Bauer credit having the means to physi- 
cally create as much as possible on set for their ability to make 
even the most jaw-dropping moments seem realistic. “The 
bible for our methodology is to work with as much photogra- 
phy as we can,” explains Kullback. “Then any CG added in has 
to be dialed in to look like the photography. It makes the visual 
effects not bump against the rest of production.” Okay, but 
surely when it comes to, for example, setting a man on fire, 
some things have to be faked? That reminds Kullback of one 
of his favorite stories from the fighting pit in Meereen. “We 
needed to have a dragon blasting fire at 20 Harpies and light 
them all up at once,” he says. “We were kicking around ideas, 
and Joe says, ‘Well, it’s clear that we need to do it for real.’” 
Laughs Bauer, “And I didn’t get fired for saying that!” Not only 
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scene in the 
season 5 episode 
“The Dance of 
Dragons.” “But all 
of the departments 
are so top-notch 
that if anybody 
was in my position 
and said, ‘We'll 
just do it all CG,’ 
they’d be making a 
huge mistake.”

“We have to think about what these creatures would need in battle 
just as much as how to make them beautiful,” says Bauer 


did he keep his job, the guys made it happen by attaching a 
flamethrower to a motion-controlled camera crane. 

“We animated the crane to match the movement of the dragon, 
then set fire to the stunt guys,” says Kullback. “Twenty-two 
was the new record for people ignited all at one time. Thank 
God no one has gotten hurt.” 

From ice to fire, and all that’s in between, perhaps Bauer 
and Kullback’s work is so effective because, between them 
and their creative teams, they’ve done their research to keep 
things as “real” as possible, including meticulously studying 

ccaaeanainaeaae = the degrees of decay on a dead body. But the matter of 
those enormous beasts that fly around and breathe fire is 
admittedly harder to bluff. 

Early on, showrunners Dan Weiss and David Benioff 
requested a chart of the increasing scale of the dragons from 
seasons 3 to 7. “Up until season 7 they doubled in size every 
year, but they would’ve become Godzilla if they’d doubled 
again for 8, so we decided that was enough,” Bauer says. In 
terms of performance, Dany’s dragons have gone from bratty 
kids picking on one another to flying killing machines, and 
yet they still have to appear endearing to the audience. 

“When Viserion gets the spear through him and crashes and 
dies, it was really gratifying how shocked and sad people 
were,” says Bauer. “It’s rare for CG characters to register on 
an emotional level without spectacle and gore.” 

While bringing the dragons to life can leave behind a warm 
glow, killing off characters often leaves Bauer and Kullback as 
distraught as the viewers. “It’s the worst part of the job,” says 
Bauer, who remembers analyzing photos of the effects of poi- 
son on the human body before shooting Joffrey’s death scene. 

“There’s all kinds of juicy photo references we can dig into.” 
And the hardest stuff yet? “Researching for ‘Battle of the Bas- 
tards,’” Bauer says. “We needed horses to really get damaged, 
broken legs, etc.—so inevitably you have to watch horse races 
where the horse goes down and over, head first. Some of the 
research is so graphic that we have to put a warning on it.” 

As for a warning when it comes to season 8, all Bauer will 
tease is that everything we’ve seen so far will be doubled. 
Adds Kullback: “A good way to characterize this season is, 
everything goes to s---.”

Director Alan Taylor knew where he wanted certain 
characters to end up over the course of Jon Snow 
and his friends’ excursion in “Beyond the Wall,” 

but he left a lot of the details up to Will Simpson. 
Looking over the script, the storyboard artist was 
struck by the lack of mortal danger for the major 
characters involved. 

“It was a good, solid fight, but there was so much 
potential to drop somebody into serious trouble,” 
Simpson says. “So because | really like Tormund, | was 
like, ‘Let’s nearly kill Tormund!’ | told Alan, ‘Let’s pull 
him onto the ice, and it looks like he’s about to go, 
and then the Hound grabs him.’ | have to be pleased 
with myself, because | was the one who committed to 
getting Tormund into trouble. | thought it was impor- 
tant that we think one of our heroes is gonna die here, 
not just the ‘red shirt’ guys.” 


Simpson’s storyboards originated the plot 
point of the Hound saving Tormund during battle

Fans first glimpsed the mysterious origins of the Night King, the mute 
menace of the icy North, in a flashback set thousands of years ago, 
when the Children of the Forest tied a man to a tree and pierced his heart 
with dragonglass, creating a demon to unleash upon their enemies, 
the First Men. In the final season, the Night King is bringing war to 
Winterfell, and EW got Slovak actor and stuntman Vladimir Furdik 
(who’s played him since season 6) to break his vow of silence. 


What stunts can we see you 
doing on Thrones before you 
became the Night King? 

| did a lot of horse falls, fire 
drops, high falls, sword fights. 
| doubled for Arthur Dayne [for 
the Tower of Joy fight scene]. 

I’m one of the men jumping 
from the boat in the fire [during 
Daenerys’ dragon attack]. 


How did you come to take 
over the role? 

| don’t really know why they 
cast me. When we did 
season 5, | was the White 
Walker who fought Jon Snow 
[in “Hardhome”]—the first 
time Jon Snow killed a White 
Walker, that was me. After that, 
[showrunners David Benioff 
and Dan Weiss] asked if I’d play 
the Night King for seasons 

6 through 8. | never asked why. 


What sort of acting directions 
do you get? He doesn’t 

blink much, I've noticed. 
Every director has a different 
vision of how to play him. 

Dan and David want him to be 
like a cold man, some of the 
directors want to show that 
there’s some human in him. 


Yes, many times they ask 
me don't try to blink your eyes.

“We didn’t want to 
block movement when they put 
the blade to everybody's throats,” 
he explains. “You had to keep 
your hand away from the neck 
so we could see everything.”

And then the second was that I [wanted] the fight- 
ing to be more acrobatic and musical than the earlier 
fights in the show had been. 

PEDRO PASCAL (The Red Viper) They set me up with an 
instructor of wushu martial arts in Los Angeles that 
I trained with. And then I trained with the incredible 
team that they had on season 4 and this brilliant 
double named Liang Yang, who is a wushu master 
who’s doing the helicopter spin jumps in the air. I 
apologize to the fans: That was not me. But I did 
learn the fight, and when you see my face, it’s me! 
Graves The Viper was kind of like Frank Sinatra 
walking into Game of Thrones. He was like this slick 
guy, and he was known for being a very acrobatic, 
deft fighter. So immediately [we thought], “Oh, 
cool, we won’t be doing classical jousting work, he 
can get airborne.” And we really ran with that. 


The crew shot the fight over several sweltering days at 
the Hotel Belvedere, an abandoned seaside resort in 
Dubrovnik, Croatia, that was damaged during the Croa- 
tian War of Independence. 

INDIRA VARMA (Ellaria Sand) The heat was unbearable, 
but I was really lucky because I was barely dressed 
compared to everyone else in their corsets. [ Laughs] 
I remember [Bjérnsson] was dressed in all that 
armor, and he had to be fed extra food because the 
pounds were just dropping off him in that heat and 
[with ] the exhausting nature of the fight. They were 
all knackered. That was grueling for them, but I just 
sat there and enjoyed the sun, trying not to burn. 
HAFPOR BJORNSSON (The Mountain) It was grueling 
work, going through the fight again and again and

again in full armor in the sweltering heat in Croa- 
tia—but what a scene! 

TOMMY DUNNE (Weapons master) That fight was So 
fierce. The sun was heating up the ground, and they 
were hitting each other. Each weapon, gosh, it was 
taking so much damage—because they’re really hit- 
ting hard and hitting well and hitting the ground, 
and you’d have timber break. Or youd have a little 
bit of damage on the side of the blade, [so] you’d 
take it out and put the next one in. You had to make 
sure everyone was looking well, so we resprayed 
them halfway through with some blood. 


The tiny Viper slowly turns the battle to his advantage 
and ultimately triumphs—before the Mountain surprises 
him. The result is one of Thrones’ goriest, most heart- 
breaking deaths, as Clegane squashes Martell’s head with 
his bare hands. 

PASCAL The squish! The squish that I will gladly take 
to my grave! 


The effects team made a hyperrealistic cast of Pascal’s

PASCAL The funniest thing about it is that you never 
see yourself three-dimensionally that way. In photo- 
graphs or staring into the mirror, you do not get a 
real sense of what you look like until there’s a very 
detail-oriented cast of you. I remember just sitting 
there and staring at it and being like, “Holy s---, I 
look so much like my dad.” I learned that from star- 
ing at the cast of my head, right before watching it 
repeatedly get squished. 

BJORNSSON It was a different experience [filming the 
squish ]. As an actor, you have to be able to put your- 
self into the character, since your job is literally 
making the character and the situation he is in 
believable. But the VFX and the prosthetics, expertly 
done by the HBO team, made it really gruesome, 
even for me. 

PASCAL It was a little like [the beheading of the 
android played by] Ian Holm in Alien with the tubing 
and the squirting and stuff, except that it was red 
blood rather than white juice. It’s like, “Oh, that’s 
my face. And there goes my face. Goodbye, face.” 
Graves To be honest, you don’t really see the head 
get crushed on camera. Everyone always gets on me 
about that, and I’m like, “It’s a sound effect! It’s not 
on camera!” And they’re like, “No, it is!” They don’t 
care. They felt it happen. [ But ] I thought we showed 
some restraint there. I had no desire to see more 
than we were already seeing. [ Laughs |] 

vARMA I literally had one take for my reaction 
shot to the fight. My coverage was, like, the last thing 
of the day, like, “We’re losing the light!” So I had 
one take with nothing in the eye line, so I think my 
look of horror is me going, “What?! Only one go at

PASCAL The best part about it was post-death 
because it was so hot. They very apologetically made 
me lie down in a cool pool of blood with prosthetic 
chunks placed all over my face for this above shot, 
which was actually me lying there. It was all very 
cool to the touch, and it was relaxing. So there I am, 
dead, and I fell dead asleep. 

GRAVES We did one shot where the Mountain rolls 
over exhausted, and we laid raw meat all over a stunt 
actor’s face with the high-wide crane shot. So the 
blood puddle’s spreading, and there’s meat all over 
his face. It was pretty horrible. 

varMaA After [wrapping], Pedro and I just jumped in 
the sea, and very cheekily we met a guy who had a 
boat down there, and we hitchhiked back by boat 
instead of us taking transport back to the hotel.

Remember that time Tyrion’s 
murdered lover Shae returned 
from the dead and was wandering 
the streets of Meereen in season 6? 
No? Good, because that didn’t 
happen. Yet some corners of the 
GoT fan base thought it did after 
actress Sibel Kekilli was spotted 
on the set in costume one year 
after her season 4 death, resulting 
in a flurry of online reports specu- 
lating about the strange return of 
Shae. The move was actually a 
2015 prank by showrunners David 
Benioff and Dan Weiss on the 
paparazzi stalking their set in 
Spain. “Sibel was in the area and 
popped by to say hello, and we 
realized how much fun it would be 
to throw her in costume and have 
her stand around for all the people 
trying to grab photographs,” Weiss 
says. “It was more of a social 
experiment to see what people 
would make of it, a Rorschach 
test, to see what stories people 
would weave to explain Shae 
being back alive in the story.” 
Among the theories that emerged: 
Shae had a twin; she was a vision 
haunting a guilt-ridden Tyrion. But 
the most popular one was that the 
showrunners were totally messing 
with viewers. Hardcore GoT fans 
are tough to fool.

GAME OF THRONES MAY NOT BE THE END OF GAME 
of Thrones. HBO commissioned five different scripts based 
on George R.R. Martin’s fantasy world, then picked one (so 
far) to be made into a pilot that is headed into production 
this summer. Here’s what we know: The as-yet-untitled 
series is set roughly 5,000 years before the events in GoT, and Westeros is 
a very different place. There are no Targaryens (or dragons), but early 
members of the Stark and Lannister families should be around. Iconic set- 
tings like King’s Landing, Winterfell, and the Wall have not yet been built. 
The world is on the cusp of an event known as the Long Night, a devastat- 
ing winter that lasted a whole generation (“[ White Walkers] swept through 
cities and kingdoms, riding their dead horses, hunting with their packs of 
pale spiders big as hounds,” as Old Nan memorably told Bran). The show 
has an all-new and diverse ensemble cast led by Naomi Watts (King Kong), 
who plays “a charismatic socialite hiding a dark secret.” Writer Jane Gold- 
man—who has plenty of R-rated genre storytelling experience (Kick-Ass, 
Kingsman: The Secret Service) —is the showrunner, and S.J. Clarkson (Jessica 
Jones) will direct. If the show is greenlit to series, the earliest possible air- 
date would be in 2020. Says Martin: “We’re dealing with a different and 
older world, and hopefully that will be part of the fun of the series.”

Sean Bean reminisces about filming his final 
scenes, the original pilot, and his onscreen family.

About that secret Ned took to his grave, did anyone from the show give 

you a courtesy call to reveal the truth about Jon Snow's parents? 

No. Like with everything with Game of Thrones, it was kept very dark and 
secret. | think that’s the kind of magic and the glory of Game of Thrones— 
that’s why it’s so stunning and breathtaking when these secrets are 
revealed.... [The showrunners] said that some things happened, there were 
quite dramatic twists and turns. They let me know what they were within the 
first [season]. It was enough just keeping up with these intricate and complex 
story lines with all the families and different worlds. Any more information 
would've probably been overload. 


Why do you think Ned resonates so strongly with people? 
He's very honorable, he’s very honest, he’s a man of integrity, and he does the 
dirty work, as he does at the beginning when he chops off the guy’s head. But 


he’s a man who's very fair-minded, and 
he'll stick to his principles through thick 
and thin regardless of who he’s up against. 
With him going to King’s Landing and get- 
ting involved with such backstabbers, it’s 
something he wasn’t used to and certainly 
not at that level. | think it was quite tragic 
to see him chipped away by these peo- 
ple.... He was the first good man in Game 
of Thrones, and he stayed that way to the 
bitter end. His sons and daughters have 
taken those values for themselves, and it’s 
a much richer show because of that— 
because of him. 


There was the pilot that we all saw, and 
then there was the original unaired pilot. 
What do you remember from filming 

the original? 

| think there were some very good 
moments. It was experimental in some 
ways. | think they were trying to portray 
what could be achieved—the kind of won- 
der and awe, the vast scale and complex- 
ity, all these warfaring tribes, the magic, 
the beauty, and the treachery. | think try- 
ing to get that into a pilot may have been 
difficult, and perhaps the story was lost a 
little. But nevertheless, it gave you a sense 
of what it could be. We were just going 
along with what was down there [on the 
page], but though they didn’t use the pilot 
in its entirety, they used certain moments, 
and | think the pilot served its purpose. 


What were some differences between 
the original pilot and the one that aired? 
| remember a scene with Bran in the old 
tree and [his parents are] talking to him 
about life. He was very young at the time, 
when Isaac [Hempstead Wright] was 
playing the part. There are some nice 
scenes with [Maisie Williams as Arya]. 

| quite enjoyed those scenes because 
there was a lot of horrible backstabbing 
going on, and | think those scenes stood 
out because they were very natural and 
people could identity with them: a father 
and his children. 


Coming full circle, what do you remember 
about filming your last scenes as Ned? 

| suppose it was just the general downturn 
day, the slide into this pit of vipers that he 
couldn't really extricate himself from... 
The death, that was wonderful because it 
was so unexpected. | thought it was amaz- 
ing how they shot it. But | died, and then | 
had to do some scenes from earlier in the 
episode, so it wasn’t the end for me. We 
were in Malta; it was very hot. It was very 
colorful. Everyone was there, and with 
things like that there’s a sort of gallows 
humor to it. It’s awful what’s happening 
and you start giggling and laughing. When 
the head fell off, there were mistakes. It 
didn’t quite work out sometimes. It was 
quite comic. So it breaks the ice a bit. 
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Back in 2015, on the set of Vaes Dothrak, the showrunners had already mapped the fates of the 
g characters. But they were still grappling with their own fears. ¢ By James Hibberd

fire, but the burning will begin soon. 

It was October 2015. Sometime around 
4 a.m. The production had set up camp ina 
military-controlled patch of Spanish desert. 
You’d recognize this setting as Vaes Dothrak, where Daen- 
erys was held prisoner in season 6. It was the final night of 
filming at this location, and the last thing left to do was torch 
the Temple of the Dosh Khaleen (Emilia Clarke had already 
shot her triumphant emergence from the fire separately). 

As the crew prepared the pyrotechnics and a bottle of 
bourbon was passed around, showrunners David Benioff 
and Dan Weiss answered a few questions about the end of 
Game of Thrones. It’s an interview we waited a few years to 
publish—until the timing felt just right. 


This was a unique point in the show’s history. Benioff and 
Weiss were still a couple of seasons away from being finished, 
but were now beginning to seriously think about the end. 
They’d decided the fates of every major character. Sometimes 
they gave actors cryptic suggestions when filming certain 
scenes, with those final episodes in mind. The actor didn’t 
know why they were doing something a certain way, only that 
it was somehow important. After Thrones is finished, fans will 
look back and see subtle hints that were dropped. 

There were some fears, too. In addition to the usual 
writer worries (can we get it right?), a private concern at the 
time was that one of the show’s major cast members would 
quit or fall victim to some random tragic circumstance. 
The cast was getting so popular, and there were so many 
who were absolutely essential. “If something had hap- 
pened to them, or if they decided not to do it anymore, to 
make movies, we would be screwed,” Benioff said later. 

Beyond the worries, there was also relief and sadness. 
Very few fans realize the enormous amount of year-round 
work Benioff and Weiss put into GoT. They don’t just pen 
the scripts while filming happens somewhere else. They’re 
on set every day, for long hours, neck-deep in decision- 
making that impacts every aspect of what’s seen on screen. 

“Tt’s the best job I’ve ever had, or ever likely will have,” 
Benioff said. “But it certainly doesn’t get easier.” 

How did they really feel about the show ending? 

“Tf yow’re going to spend 10 years working on one show, 
you better really love the people you work with, because 
yow’re spending a s---load of time away from your family 
and friends,” Benioff said. “You always put everything into 
it. So to spend time on a show that people respond to all 
over the world, it’s incredibly gratifying. You have these 
characters you love and you can come up with ideas for 
them, and a few months later these incredible actors will 
be saying those things. That’s such a rare gift.” 

Weiss was quiet for a bit before answering. “If 10 years 
ago somebody had given me a chance to write a ticket, 
I wouldn’t have been crazy enough to write a ticket to

something this great,” he said. “I just think 
about how bizarre it will be to not be doing this 
anymore, because it becomes the water you 
swim in. It becomes every minute of every day, 
365 days a year. After it’s done, it will be like 
reentering some weird universe where I don’t 
even know how people act there anymore.... 
When I’m 75 years old, I’m going to be [affecting 
a quivering, elderly voice], ‘You know, it would be 
great if Tyrion said... Ah, goddamn it!’” 

The duo get the alert from the crew: It’s time. 

We gather to watch the result of vengeful 
Daenerys torching the Temple. “Bring up the 
flames!” a crew member yells. Hidden gas lines 
are turned on. The hut’s wood and grass catch 
fire quickly. Everybody is quiet. 

The blaze is incredible. The intensity of the 
heat, the soaring height, the overwhelming 
diversity of billions of flames. Nowadays most 
productions use special effects for fire, even 
small ones. “We always use real fire when we 
can,” Benioff noted as he watched. The dragons 
may not be real, but their flames are deadly. 

You can see this shot in season 6, but cam- 
eras don’t come anywhere close to capturing the 
experience of watching it being made—and that 
is often what it’s like being on the set of Game of 
Thrones. There’s a team striving to create thou- 
sands of perfect shots that sometimes last just 
seconds each, yet the effort that goes into the 
creation of those moments is hidden and enor- 
mous—the fiery passion of hundreds. 

The Temple collapses into the sand. The 
fire dies down, and then it’s gone. 
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Yes, all men must die, 
but did they all 
have to die so soon?
